At tho village cnucua the Citizen's tick- 
et won out, tho opposing faction itntncdi* 
*tely placing an Independent ticket in. tho 
■field. 

No alarm wn* folt by the nominees and 
their friends however until it was learned 
that some iniall legal requirements had 
teen neglected, which would Invalidate 
tbo 'election and that their opponents 
wero raising objections to the Citi- 
zen's ticket, The matter was brought 
before a trial hoard and the outcome of the 
bearing was that the Citizens ticket was 
declared illegal and thrown out, the 
judges declaring that tbo Independent 
ticket was the only one legally launched. 
Thus leaving only ono ticket in the field. 

The supporters of the Citizen's ticket 
immediately "got busy" and Attorney 
E. J. Heydecker was consulted. They 
•called a meeting for Saturday evening at 
which tbe matter was taken up and dis- 
cussed at length, Mr. Heydecker being 
present as their attorney. 

Another meeting was called for Mon- 
day evening and each and every man 
present was given instructions as to the

manner in which tbo Citizens ticket might 
yet win out. 

When Tuesday arrived everything in 
the village waa excitement, this being the 
hottest contested election that has taken 
place in years. The excitement oven 
reached out to the surrounding towns es- 
pecially to those where there was no op- 
position and whore tbe politicians had 
ample time to bo interested in matters 
away from homo. The outcome of this 
contest was eagerly looked forward to and 
it was generally concceded that it would 
a close run whichever side cauio out. vic- 
torious. 

Eighty-seven was the number of votes 
cast for president, which seemed to ho the 
offlce for which tho strongest fight was 
put up. ~ Out of this number Cbas. Bur- 
ba ugh receive 34 votes and Win. Bradley 
received 51, thus receiving a plurality of 
17, which elected bint to that position. 
Tbe trustees on the Independent ticket 
were Frank Hamlin who received 33 
votes and Jns. Atwell who received 32. 
Tbe elected trustees were B. Dicks who 
received 54 votes and Cbas. Jarvis and 
Fred Hamlin who each received 50. 

To defeat the Independent ticket in tho 
face of the fact that it , had been declared 
the only one legally in field, required 
genuine busteling on tho pnrt of its op- 
ponents, and was accomplished it this way, 
by all thoie why had stood as supporters 
of the Citizen's ticket at tho caucus writ- 
ing in tho nnmes of their .chosen candi- 
dates when tbey came to the polls on 
Tuesday. When the result of the election 
was announced the Antioeh band was im- 
mediately sent for to go down and help 
along the celebration, i;

Five and Six Points. 



In the 



■—Tho etars on the 'groat seal and tbe 
sent of tho present of the United 
States are flv'e-polnted, while, on tho 
seal of tho house of representatives 
they are six-pointed. .The 13 stars on 
tho obverse- of tho present hnlf and 
■quarter dollar aro five-pointed. The 
Teverso of the present half and quar- 
ter dollar la a copy of tho groat seal, 
■except that' the clouds are omitted. It 
In evident that hern/ 'ry, has not taken 
a very strong hold- In theso matters 
2a the' United States, therefore it Is 
not In tho power or anyone to any 
without a doubt why tbo difference In 
tbe stars on the flag and tho coins. 
So far aa Is known, with tho exception 
of the reverse of the present hair and 
quarter dollar, tho stars on American 
coins aro copied from the colonial 
coins, which wore, no doubt, made 
of tor tho manner of EngllBh heraldry, 
while tho flag was made up after the 
design of Washington's coat-of-arms, 
containing three five-pointed atars.

Farmers >n1 ' Bristol and Salem to 
Streets and Homes Llflhtcd 

fTho towns of Safom and Bristol aro to 
Imve an Innovation In tho way of lights as 
A. 5. IMgler of tklfin is now letting con- 
tracts for tho construction of- an electric 
'"Khting pbjiit in tho village .of Salem 
which wiIT be used to supply -lights to the 
two villages and the farmers living along 
(he roads between, them. So far at can bo 
learned this is the first time that farmers 
in Wisconsin have been glren the oppor- 
tunity of lighting their homes with electric 
light. Tho plant is to be erected at once 
and Mr. Higtey has received assurance that 
ho will have customers for two hundred 
lights, Hot I] the -villages of Bristol and 
Salem will have their streets' lighted 
from the plant and tho lights will be sold 
to all the halls and churches that can be 
reached by the circuit. ■ This plant will 
coat in the neighborhood of twenty thous- 
and dollars. For the past three or four 
months the proposition of lighting the 
streets of tbe two villages has been under 
consideration and Mr. Higloy finally took 
up the matter and started a canvass of the 
towns. Tbe cost of the plant was bo great 
that he found it necessary to secure' con- 
tracts for at least two hundred lights be- 
fore letting the contract for the plant. 
', The circuits from tho plant will be widely 
extended over the towns of Salem and 
Bristol and will possibly bo extended to 
tho different Bummer resorts in that region. 
For a long lime the lighting question has 
been a serious one for the hotel keepers, 
but witb the plant in Salem it will be an 
easy matter for all of them to provide for 
their gncsts. The work of constructing 
tbe plant and stringing the circuits will be 
started within a few weeks and it is ex- 
pected that tbe plant will be ready' for 
business by the first of September. 
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BOTH LEGS SEVERED; DIES 



Richard Goodbody Killed in North- 
western Yards

Found lying on one at tho switch tracks 
of the Northwestern in the yards just east 
of the depot, at Waukegan, with both legs 
severed just below the knees lost Thursday 
night about 7:15, Richard Goodbody, of 
725 Marion street, was hurried to tho hos- 
pital in tbe Larson & Conrad ambulance, 
but died at 10 o'clock the next morning. 
The shock was too great for so old a man. 

Row Goodbody came to bs oh tbo track 
or in what way bo was struck by either 
cars or an entrine is a mystery, as he was 
lying with both legs severed when found. 

It was about 7:15 when Mark Maltoy, 
cousin of the dead man and a special po- 



shoutlng that a man waa lying over on the 
tracks with both legs cut off. He immedi- 
ately carried the news into the depot nnd 
tbo ambulance was called for, 

It was noon on the spot and tbe Injured 
man was lifted into it. Ho was found a 
few tracks east of the south-bound water- 
ing hydrant at the south end of the station 

A record breaking trip was made to the 
hospital with tho ambulance and Dr. Gavin 
was there at tbe aame. time. Goodbody 
was half unconscious from the shock. 

He recovered consciousness but tbe shock 
was loo groat for him and ho died about 10 
o'clock. Mr. Goodboody was 50 years old.

Local Option Bill Advanced Another 
Reading by Senate Chairman 



The Change In Surgeons, 
"The surgeon of the past was a 
huge,, coarso,. red-faced brute, a' very 
terror," said a surgeon of tho present 
"And no wonder. What type of man 
but the brute type could cut off legs 
or saw through the skull while tho pa- 
tient, perfectly conscious, howled and 
wept? In tho past surgery was barred 
to gentlo' and refined man; "Wbntover 
their Interest In anatomy, In medicine, 
they shunned surgery. They could not 
endure to operate upon a. -conscious 
subject. Tho advent of anaesthetics 
caused tbe advent of new men Into' 
surgery; Men of delicacy, of sympathy, 
of Imagination — a higher typo— took 
the profession up. That Is why surg- 
ery Is continually advancing now, 
whereas In the past It stood dead 
■till." 



Berry introduced in the senate the Anti- 
Saloon League's bill providing for town- 
ship and city local option, the question to 
be voted on at a general election, and ask- 
ed that the measure be advanced to tho 
second reading without reference to n com- 
mittee. It had been proposed to intro- 
duce the bill with a special election feature 
but it waa decided Inter to change it to n 
general election, the question as to whether 
it should be a ^special or general election 
matter waa really the only point of differ- 
ence with the friends of local option. 

The bill was gav«Ied; through to the 
order of second reading by president pro 
tem, Pemberlon, despite n bowl of objec- 
tions from tbo Democratic side and from 
aomo Republicans. Demands for roll call 
were made in plenty of time, but the pres- 
ident pro torn Ignored them. Jnndus, who 
tB the chairman of tho legislative coin- 
mitteo of the United Societies nnd the in- 
troducer of of n local option bill desired by 
this organization, inquired of the presi- 



dent prolem if ho would hnve tho right to 
file a written protest against the action in 
railroading the bill to second reading and 
Pemberlon declared that he would have 
such a riirht. Later .land us reconsidered 
his decision to file n writen protest, con- 
cluding that nothing could be gained as 
the action on the hill had been taken. 

This nction by the president of the sen 
ate'is part of the process of settling the 
local option question. Berry's bill was the 
result of an agreement between the dis 
agreeing factions of tho legislative as to 
what sort of a bill should be passed, an 
agreement reached principally through tbe 
efforts of Speaker Sburtleff. If possible 
bill will ba passed by tho upper house and 
go to the assembly. Indications are that 
there will be but little trouble pawing the 
bill, as members of the house, with hardly 
an exception, aro more- than willing to get 
rid of this troublesome question on almost 
any terms, that will not bring too much 
wrath upon them.

Shows They Are from 
Six Miles Away. 



When the Illuminating tests ot tho 
now hlgh-nroasure fountain in the 
Schwartzonbergplatz, Vienna, wore 
made a remarkable cone Of light was 
observed, appearing as though pro- 
jected by a searchlight, says the Lon- 
don PobL When this beam of light 
fell on a cloud nn exceedingly bright 
epot appeared In the heavens. Dr. 
Rha'den, assistant at ' the Vienna ob- 
servatory, observing the angle which 
the, bright spot made with tho horizon, 
had tho happy thought of uaingjt to 
determine the height of tho clouds. 
A simple goomotrlcal calculation, per- 
mits of this and from a number ot 
observations cloud heights were de- 
duced ranging from 1,550 to 10,070 
meters, or from one to six miles ap- 
proximately. A peculiar fact was that 
.sometimes during wedlhor. that was 
apparently. perfectly clear . a bright 
spot would appear.- In tho projection 
of the beam of light, showing: the pros; 
eace ot a stratum of line vapor, ordin- 
arily visible with difficulty or entirely 
Invisibles On one occasion this vapor 
Btratdm proved to be more' than six 
and a half miles high. . .

cause he felt that "In a ' religious 
sense It -was the darkest place In 
tho world."

ancingo and Chilapa Laid in Ruins 
■Fears Felt for Other Towns 
-The Death List May 
Be Large. 



Chllpanclngo, Mexico. — This city 
liaa been caruulotely destroyed by one 
of tbe most furloiiB earth quale ea that 
baa over vlatted this aectloa. The 
known (load number 11 und tbe badly 
Injured 27. 

Among tbo dead is tho wife of 
Postal Inspector ' Loopoldo Lopez 
Cuerrn and tho child ot Joeo Aleman, 
tho postmaster of the city. Jose Lo- 
pez Martinez, manager of tho federal 
telegraph office, was struck on tho 
lead by a block. of stono and badly 
Injured. 

The utmost panic prevails every' 
where and pcoplo nro fleeing to tho 
open country. Tho earth continues 
to rock at half-hour intervals and 
many minor shocks are' completing 
tho work of destruction of the first 
•earthquake. 

Another Town Destroyed. 

AH telegraph communication with 
>the outside world ceased shortly after 
11:30 o'clock Sunday night when the 
iflrst shock was felt The telegraph 
•operators have installed temporary, 
•quarters in an open square and are 
""working with the sky as a roof. 

Word has reached here that tho 
town ot Chilapa, -12 kilometers to tbo 
northeastward, bas also been de- 
stroyed. No details havo been re- 
ceived as to the number of the dead 
and wounded, but It is feared that the 
number will be largo. 

Suffered Four Years Ago. 

This city Is the capital of the state 
of Guerrero and four years ago. was 
visited by an earthquake which killed 
and wounded many of Its inhabitants 
and .destroyed a large part of the 
town. Tho population of the town Is 
1,4 98 and until the panic into which 
the citizens have been thrown abates 
lb will be Impossible to state accur- 
ately to Just what, extent .the recent 
earthquake has decreased It 

Tbe population of the city of Chi- 
lapa Is 15.000 and that place is the 
home of tbe bishop of the Catholic 
church who administers to the eccles- 
iastical affairs of tho entire region, 
No word has been received from the 
bishop's palace and it Is not known at 
this time whether or not he was a 
victim of tho shock. 

Fears for Tixtla. 

Midway between tbe cities of Chll- 
panclngo and Chilapa is located the 
city of Tixtla. This Is a prosperous 
and progressive community and as no 
word has been received from that 
place, It is feared that it also has 
been destroyed. According to the 
movements of the earthquake, Tixtla 
would be in Its direct line, and If the 
city has escaped, it has been only by 
a miracle. 

The following message was seat to 
the federal office in Mexico City from 
Chilapa: 

"Our boys are working in a public 
garden. A terrible panic prevails as 
tbe earth continues to tremble at reg- 
ular intervals. Send us tents that we 
may establish an office out in the 
•country." 

All communication with the west 
•coast has beoa cut off since the mo- 
ment of the first big shock and it Is 
not known to what extent that region 
suffered. The nearest big town, Aca- 
pulco, which Is 131 kilometers to the 
southwest of this place, bas not been 
heard from. 

Volcanoes May Awake. 

Both tbe volcanoes ot Colma and 
Jorullo are in this region and the 
people fear that the recent cruptlna of 
the earth may cause these mountains 
to become actlvo and to destroy much 
property and many lives. The first 
named volcano Is In the state of Co- 
lima, along the coast to the north- 
west of this city. Jorullo Is muoli 
nearer and is almost duo north in the 
state, of Michoacan. The inhabitant- 
of this region are known ns "plntos" 
because of tho "spots" on their faces. 
They nre noted for their hardy war- 
like spirit and for their stoicism and 
fanaticism, but tbo recent catastrophe 
seems to have completely unnerved 
them, as* they have up to date lost all 
discretion. 

The ' city is located 97 kilometers 
from' tho nearest railroad lino and It 
will be Impossible for the people to 
flee except on foot or -on horseback: 
This fact has caused a considerable 
amount of anxiety because tbe state 
1b Inhabited, by a great number' of 
Americana who. are engaged.. in pros- 
pecting Tor,., mines. ,Tho nearest rail- 
road terminal fan.% 'Iguala, which is 
across tho Hid Balsas and' D7 ■' kilo- 
meters to the northward of Chilpan- 
cingo. Tho total distance between 
•Cbllpanclngo and Mexico City is 335 
kilometers.

center of the great destruction of tho 
earthquake Sunday night was Qrst 
given to this capital after repeated 
trials made during Sunday night 
and Monday morning to estab- 
lish communication with tho stricken 
districts. As yet wlreB to. the sec- 
tion are working badly and no exact 
estimate of tho number of tho-dead 
has been received. It Ib bellved, 
however, that tho total death list will 
bo large. 

There were no deaths la Mexico 
City and beyond damaged plaster and 
cracked and fallen walls, tho property 
loss will be InBlgntficanl. r Owing to 
tho long duration ot the shock this is 
considered most remarkablo and Is 
only nccountod for by tho peculiar 
BWclMikc motion of tbo earthquake, 
which was rogular and from cast to 
west 

Great Area Shaken. 

From messages received at tho tele- 
graph ofllce hero It nppcara that tho 
entire southern half of the republic, 
including the lower country and the I 
"Mesa" bolt, felt the shock of Sunday 
night. 

Messages from as far north as Son 
Luis Potosl and as far south as tho 
City of San Juan Bautlsta, la the state 
of Tabasco, report feoliog the shock 
la varying degrees. But at no placo 
has a loss of life or great destruction 
of property beea reported except in 
tho state of Guerrero. 

From these Intelligences it would 
seem that the last earth "tremble was 
greater In extent tbaa any that has 
preceded It during the last' half con- 
tuxy. The boundary line of tho north* 
orn zone of the present earthquake 
shock, according to reports received 
up to this time show It extended 
across .the country in a northwesterly 
direction for a distance of over 400 
miles and that the southern extent 
of tho shock covered a distance of 
over GOO mllcB making in all 24,000 
square miles of territory affected by 
the last shock. 

Report of 500 Dead. 

The Banco Nuclonal (National Bank 
of Mexico) has received a telegram 
saying that S00 lives were lost in the 
destruction of Chllpanclngo and Chil- 
apa. The telegram adds that both 
cities were completely destroyed. In 
governmental circles the report Is not 
credited. It Is admitted that both 
cities were leveled to the grouad, but 
it Is not thought that the death list 
will even approximate 500 owing to 
the fact that the houses are masslvo 
affairs built of stone In ordor to re- 
sist earthquake shocks. 

The federal authorities here have 
been appealed to by the governors of 
tho districts of Bravos and Chilapa 
for tents, as the inhabitants In the 
stricken cities are now living In the 
open, having constructed dwellings 
of palm leaves and "branches. 

The governor of the state of Guer- 
rero has dispatched military engineers 
and troops to. tho destroyed district 
and the work of rescue and sanitation 
Is being carried on In a systematic 
manner. 

Noted at Washington. 

Washington. — According to a spe- 
cial bulletin Issued by the weather 
bureau Monday a distant earthquake 
of great intensity was recorded by 
the weather bureau seismograph, 
commencing at 1:14:20 in tho morn- 
ing. The greatest movement of tbe 
earth at Washington occurred In an 
east and west direction and lasted 
from 1:28 to 1:41, while the principal 
portion of tho north-south movement 
lasted only until 1:33 a. m. The total 
duration of tbe earthquake wa3 over 
two hours. These records seem to In- 
dicate an unusually violent earth- 
quake at a distance comparable, In in- 
'tensltyi with those which recently oc- 
curred at Valparaiso and Kingston. 
Record Broken at Albany. 

Albany, N- Y. — The strongest and 
longest earthquake shock recorded oa 
tho seismograph at tho state museum 
since the Instrument was Installed be- 
gan at 1:14 a. m. Monday and con tin- 
ued for more than two hours. The 
record Is much mora pronounced than 
that made . by tbe San Francisco 
earthquake of last year. The maxi- 
mum vibration was so severe ns to 
swing tho pendulum clear off of the 
recording cylinder, 

Andean Peaks Spout Fire. 

Buenos Ayres. — Eruptions are In 
progress among tho Andean volcanoes 
In the territory ot Bio Negro. Ashes 
nro being thrown for a groat dis- 
tance. 

Recorded at Vienna and Trieste. 

Vienna.— The meteologlcal station 
In this city and at Trlosto report a vio- 
lent carthquoko at a distance of 0,250 
miles.

The 
president. In a lotter to tho congress, 
oxprosBod the hope that tho coming 
conference might result In tho adop- 
tion of an International arbitration 
troaty. Secretary Root, after second- 
ing this hope, declared the United 
States thought It proper to urge 
ngnln tho discussion of tho BiibJect of 
tho limitation of nrmaraont of the na- 
tions on land nnd oca. and the aboli- 
tion of the practice of using force In 
tho collection of debts owed by ono 
notion to tho citizens o'f another. 

Mr. Caniotrio (n nn address to the 
congress, paid a tribute to President 
Roosevelt nnd expressed tho wiBh that 
Mr. Roocvelt might bo tho peace- 
maker of the future. Hn declared, 
however, that Emperor William Is the
